Ttt this we reply that money aud not 
the material of which money la mada 
is the standard of value. “Money" aa 
Mr. Cernutchl aaya, **la the scale of 
valuation."’ In our monetary system 
the drgrees In the gradation of this 
scale are the dollar, dime, cent and 
mill, and in the terms of this scale or 
standard, the values of all forma of 
property are expressed, precisely aa 
the weights and dimensions of objects 
are expressed In the scale or standard 
of weights and mei.surea. The dollar 
la the unit of this scale and la there¬ 
fore the unit of value. The value or 
purchasing power of this unit changes 
ns the mass of money in circulation 
changes, falling aa the mass increases 
and risiug aa the maas diminishes. 

Money tlxe* the price of copunod- 
ities and pays for them. It Axes tba 
price of labor and pay* for It. A high 
money standard mean* low prices for 
commodities and a low price for labor. 
Our experience under the gold stand¬ 
ard lin* been marked by falling prlcea, 
the cutting down of wages paid for 
labor and the demoralisation of Indus¬ 
tries. 


AIT ABLE ADDRESS 


For monetary purposes silver Laaau 
equal rank with gold, for in accom¬ 
plishing the object for which money j 
was Instituted, money made of sil¬ 
ver is as suitable and efficient an agent 
as moury made of gold. The great ob¬ 
ject of bimetallists la to restore gold 
and silver to a bimetallic par, so that 
the great mass of these metals which 
baa been accumulating in thousands 
of year* shall again become a single 
bimetallic money and that the 
changes that take place in the annual 
production of either of them can only 
nffrot the mass by increaalrg or di¬ 
minishing it. 

The relative value of gold and silver 
is dependent Upon, and Is governed by 
the demand for them for monetary 
purposes, and the question Is whether 
If the mints of Ibis country were open 
to the unrestricted coinage of both 
metals, pur demand for monetary pur¬ 
pose. would be Milllcient to raise the 
value of that metal to an equality w It li 
gold upon our present legal ratio of 
sixteen to on., which is tiirte per cent, 
more favorable to gold thun the 
I ranch ratio of Afteen and one-half to 
one. la that case the demand for sil- 
oer for mouetury use would not be 
routined to this country, but would 
embrace all silver-using countries and 
those nations in Europe which use sil¬ 
ver as n token money, and ill which, a.

In that 
rase the two metals will be on a parity 
with earh other upon our ratio of six¬ 
teen to one. as they were for nearly 
loo years upon the French rntlo of 
fifteen and n half to one. Then both 
inrtals would again be fully employed 
In the world's commerce and Interna¬ 
tional bimetallism would be practical¬ 
ly established. 

it I* said: "All our money- should be 
on a parity so that one dollar shall he 
asgoodaA every otherdollar." All legal 
tender dollars of whatever material 
composed—whether of gold or silver- 
arc necessarily on n parity. As money 
one legal tender dollar has the same 
l power and is of the same value as 
every other legal tender dollar. As 
Mr. Ornuschi says: "The law of legal 
tender makes of them a forced cur¬ 
rency and prevents any of them from 
falling below the nominal par." I-egnl 
tender greenback* were always at a 
par r.nd it was only when treated a* 
merchandise that go'd was at a 
premium, but the eagle—the ten dol¬ 
lar gold piece—was never a legal ten¬ 
der for more than ten dollars, and If 
paid upon a debt, the jwrson making 
the payment would not in law be cred¬ 
ited with more than that sum.
